HYDROGEN IN LIQUID FORM. 

- | 

Kx |>«rlm t*nla Made by 1’rofe.Mir Ileuar 
In London. 

New York.—A sun cable from Lon¬ 
don says: In connection with the 
centenary celebrations of the Royal 
Institution this week Professor Dewar 
gave a remarkable demonstration 
with liquid hydrogen. As is well 
’ naan, the task of obtaining this gas 
in a liquid condition has been excep¬ 
tionally difficult. Liquid hydrogen 
the Professor remarked, is very costly 
to manufacture and very difficult to 
keep, as it is extremely volatile. 
Radiation must be checked as far as 
possible, and so the office of prevent- 
j ing hydorgen from again vanishing 
: into gas is assigned to liquid air. 

| That, in fact, was constituted its 
i jailor. 

The temperature of liquid hydrogen 
is extraordinarily low. It was speckled 
with light dust, which was nothing 
else than frozen air which accidentally 
gained admission. Oxygen, sealed up 
in a tube and immersed, speedily be- 
! came solid, but this fluid is so light 
! that a cork sinks in it like a stone. 

1 The temperature of its boiling point is 
only 21 per cent above absolute zero, 
j Life in such a temperature would be 
I impossible. The human body would 
be petrified. Motion, in an ordinary 
sense of the term, would be impossible. 
This, or something like it, ia the tern- 
perature of space. Where no matter is 
there heal is impossible, and, though 
something may be present in space 
which can transmit light, it cannot 
translate the latter into beat. But 
here in the lecture-room was exhibited 
liquid almost as cold as the vacuity of 
space. Professor Dewar showed how, 
by the use of liquid Hydrogen, an 
almost perfect vacuum could be pro¬ 
duced.

RECIPROCITY TREATY SIGNED. 

I*rovl»ion* Not to He l'ul»li*he«l Till tli* 
Bennie Act*. 

Washington.—A reciprocity treaty 
between the United Status ami Great 
Britain in relation to trade between 
this country and the British colony of 
Barhadoes was signed at the Depart¬ 
ment of State by the representatives of 
the two governments. It. is the first 
treaty under the Dingley law and the 
first of the series ot the treaties which 
the Britisii colonies of the south of 
! this country are seeking to effect. 
John A. Kasson, special reciprocity 
plenipotentiary, signed for the United 
States, and the British charge, Mr. 
Tower for Great Britain. 

' The treaty is made for tiie term of 
i tive years and is strictly within the 
| terms of section of the Dingley law 
which provides for a reduction of not 
more than 20 per cent of tho regular 
duties on goods whioh may bo agreed 
upon, in return for reciprocal reduo- 
j tions given by other countries, and 
permits goods to be taken from tiie 
dutiable list and placed on the free 
list. 

Because this convention is a treaty 
and not a mere reciprocity arrangement 
and consequently must be submitted 
to the United States Senate for its ap- 
! proval, the State Department is pre- 
! eluded from making public its terms. 

However, information received from 
; oflicial quarters lias shown that the 
I chief articles of export from Barbadoes 
I to the United States are sugar, mo¬ 
lasses and inaujak, tho latter being a 
pitch much like asphalt. Sugar is the 
| chief product of the islands and the 
chief export to this country, tiie trade 
last year reaching $2,038,fiio. 
j The chief articles Bent to liarhadoes 
from the United States are food stuffs, 
flour, cornmeal, salt beef, 
bacon, pork, bread ami corn. The 
islands depend almost entirely on tbit 
country for their food supply. On thej 
other hand, they have been getting 
their manufactured goods almost ex¬ 
clusively from England.

“How do you ascertain the speed of 
: a vessel?” is a question frequently ad- 
j dressed to naval men. and an explaua- 
' tion will therefore probably be of later- 
I est to many readers. There are several 
| methods, the commonest and most ati 
| cient being by the use of the "log." 
This Instrument consists of three parts 
— the logship. the line and the murks. 
The logship is a piece of wood alxiut 
half an inch thick and shaped like a 
quadrant, with a piece of lead let in 
round the circular edge to make it flout 
perpendicularly iu the water. It is hung 
by lines at each angle, the three lines 
being joined together about two feel 
from the logship. Two of the lines are 
securely fixed to the “ship,” aud the 
other has a bone peg at the end. which, 
being pushed into a hole in the ship, 
temporarily fastens it there. From ths 
point of juncture of the three lines a 
sufficient length is measured, generally 
about 100 feet, to take the logship well 
clear of the ship's wash. This is called 
the “stray” line, aud Is marked with a 
piece of bunting. From the bunting !a 
measured 47 feet 3 inches, aud the line 
marked here with a piece of leather. 
Then another 47 feet 3 inches is mens 
ured off aud marked with two knots; 
then another space the same length 
aud marked with three knots, aud so 
on as far as seven knots. Half way be¬ 
tween each batch of knots one single 
knot Is made. The logiine is then 
ready for use. 

The space between the knots 1s found 
from the simple little rule of three sum: 
As 3,000 seconds inumber of seconds 
In an liotiri. 2s seconds ileugth of sand 
glassi. t’i.o.so feet inumber of feet iu a 
nautical milei; length of line required— 
which works out to 47 feet 3 Inches. 

To use ili.‘ lug four persons are re¬ 
quited—two men to ho-hl the reel ou 
which the line Is wound, the quarter¬ 
master to hold the glass aud the mid¬ 
shipman of the watch to heave the log. 
The last minted puts the peg firmly iu 
the logship aud then gathers three or 
four coils of line in his hand, sufficient 
to admit of the logship being thrown 
well clear of the ship, lie asks: “Clear 
glass, quartermaster?" "Clear glass, 
sir!" comes the reply, aud overboard 
goes the logship and line, the reel ra[e 
idly revolving. I'reseiitly tile middy 
feels the piece of limiting passing 
through his hand and lie gives the or¬ 
der "turn!" The quartermaster turns 
tlie glass and watches the sand, while 
one “reeler” holds it well over his head 
to give the liue fair play. Wheu the 
sand has run out, “Stop!” cries the 
quartermaster. Tlie midshipman grasps 
the liue, assisted by the other reeler, 
and looks for the nearest knot, finding 
a single one close to liis hand. Then the 
line is hauled in and four kuots appear, 
which signify that the ship is going 
4 1 -. knots through the water. The jerk 
iu the Line draws the js-g from the log- 
ship. which now floats, ou its flat side 
aud is easily hauled ill. When a ship 
is going over 4 knots a 14-second glys 
is used, the speed being double that 
shown by the knots on the line. -Anuy 
iincl Navy Illustrated.

OLD NEWGATE PRISON. 


This Thousand - Yea r-Old Hulldina to 
Clive Way to a New Structure. 

Newgate prison, the cable dispatches 
say, is to lie torn down, ou Its filte a 
new court building is U> be erected. 
Newgate is a place of bhiody memories. 
Standing in the heart of London, it has 
been for a thousand years the scene 
of tortures and executions. English¬ 
men will probably be glad to see its an¬ 
cient walls give way to a new structure 
which will stand for more civilized aud 
merciful methods of punishment. 

Newgate litis not been used since 
1881, except for the detention of pris¬ 
oners awaiting trial or execution. It 
Is one of the oldest buildings iu Lon¬ 
don—how old no one knows. It was 
used as a prison ns far back as 1188, 
as the records of those times show. It 
was probably built several hundred 
years before. Hundreds of thousands 
of prisoners have been executed within 
its walls. In 1330 It was almost alto¬ 
gether destroyed by fire and again In 
1030, but was rebuilt, and lias always

A peculiar condition of affairs in ag 
rii-ulture exists iu a portion of Oregon 
occupied by the Eastern Oregon In¬ 
dians.

The lands were allotted 
to the Indians iu the winter of 1880 7, 
and 4* show how shrewd a bargain the 
“untutored savage" drove with the 
Government, it is tobl that lie admit ted 
to the tribes very many whites, who 
had a slight mixture of Indian blood in 
their veins, upon the payment of ail 
initiation fee varying from $3 to $3o<», 
as tlie chief saw lit to Impose. The fee 
beiug paid the chief saw that none 
were slighted when it came to a divis¬ 
ion of their lands, and about thirty-five 
white men took tlieir share of Indian 
lands. “For ways that are dark and 
for tricks that are vain" the American 
half-civilized Indian is a match for the 
“heathen Chinee.”

going. In 1870 lie separated from liis 
old partners and took E. M. Ferguson 
as a new partner. Real success came 
to this new linn In 1879, when there 
came au unprecedented demand for 
coke, anil prices went up from $1 to $3 
a ton. 

Fnder the impetus of this boom Mr. 
1‘ rick continued to buy coke ovens and 
coke lands until iu 1882 his firm had 
3,900 acres of coal land and 1.020 coke 
ovens. It was that year that Carnegie 
Bros. tV Co. (limited) became partners 
in the firm of II. C. Frick & Co. 

The success of the firm from 1882 to 
1890 was phenomenal, and it Is gen¬ 
erally acknowledged that it was in 
the greatest degree due to the energy 
and push of Mr. Frick himself, iii 
1890 the corporation owned and con¬ 
trolled 23,000 acres of coal lauds, 42 of 
the 80 coke plants in the region, with 
an aggregate of 10.040 ovens, three 
water plants and a pumping capacity
